Despite the fact that the letters at the bottom of 
the page seem to he. exactly centered, the second number, 39, may have 
been done at a^ different tome, judging fran the differences in the 
3 s, and assuming that an electric typewriter was used. Furthermore, 
the le l cers at the bottem have 3 ' s which are almost 3 mm high , whereas 
those just above are almost 4 mm high. This may mean nothing, however, 
since the page numbers are often type in after the report is typed.
